SKI Exam iner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 
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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-19, 21 and 22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention provides a new method and system for image compression which 
includes coefficient significance switching whose the philosophy is that the overheads introduced 
will be compensated for by the savings in not transmitting bits for small coefficients until they are 
switched on; good performance might naturally be expected at high compression ratios, but what 
is surprising is the excellent performance both for lossless compression and for compression at 
low ratios (specification, page 4, lines 10-15). 

Particularly, tHe new method and system do not teach the following features which the 
prior art, taken either singly or in combination, does not teach: 

- transmitting information representative of the positions of said flagged coefficients and 
transmitting the bits within the group of said coefficients; repeating steps (d) to (f) one or more 
times with each new group starting with the most significant bit plane not previously dealt with, 
and at each repeated pass, also transmitting the bits within the current group of those coefficients 
which were previously flagged on an earlier pass (see independent claims 1,17, and 22).
